REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not suggest the structure as claimed, 
including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination including that the 
conductive through hole is formed outside a contact slidable area on which the contact 
slides when the element is connected to the resilient terminal. Regarding claim 7, the 
prior art does not suggest the mechanism as claimed, including the combination of all 
the claimed elements, the combination including the orientation of the physical pressure 
being out of alignment with the conductive through hole of the element. Regarding 
claim 12, the prior art does not suggest the sensor as claimed, including the 
combination of all the claimed elements, the combination including that the conductive 
through hole is formed outside an area on which pressure from the resilient terminal 
acts.
